Roosevelt's wheel chair and re- 
marked that such a contrivance 
would save him many steps. The 
President gave him a spare. He also 
gave the King a gold copy of the 
fourth term Inaugural medal, as he 
had to Premier Stalin and Prime 
Minister Churchill and their foreign 
ministers at Yalta. 


Ibn Saud had brought along some 


gifts, too. For the President he had 
four Arabian male costumes—flow- 
ing robes with fine woolen head- 
dresses heavily encrusted with em- 
broidei y. 


Brought Harem Gowns 


For Mrs. Roosevelt and Anna he 


brought silk harem gowns, also 
beautifully embroidered in gold and 
colors. 


Halle Selassie sent Mrs Roosevelt 


a gold bracelet and Anna a string of 
gold beads. Mrs. Boettiger also got 
another souvenir—a silver cigarette 
lighter bearing the name in Arabic 
of a member of Farouk's staff. She 
had expressed an Interest in it, and 
the Egyptian said: "It's yours."

conferred again with Churchill for 
four hours.

M. Hollebaugh, the trustees of the 
Musselman Foundation, and Dr. 
Bruce N. Wolff, the medical staff. 
The committee was created under 
an agreement between the hospital 
and Mr. Hollebaugh, Elmer J. Yoder 
and Mrs. Louella 
Arnold, 
the 


foundation trustees, and is given 
complete authority to contract for 
architectural services, builders, ma- 
terials and equipment. 


.To Cost Over ffitMMO 


At a recent organization meeting 


the committee elected Mr. Bixler 
chairman, Mr. Hollebaugh, treasurer 
and Dr. Wolff, secretary. 


John A. Hamme, of York, has 


been engaged as architect for the 
new structure which will cost up- 
wards of $60.000. 


Mr. Hamme conferred with the 


late Mr. Muaelman several times be- 
fore the latter's death concerning 
plans for the hospital addition, Mr.

are approved by the committee they 
will be sent to the War Production 
Board for approval but the hospital 
president said he could not venture 
any opinion as to when construction 
would be started.

Oft-Decorated "Indian Joe' 
Had Many Narrow Escapes; 
Was With "Lost Battalion 


Captain Joseph 
"Indian Joe" 


Reaser, Gettysburg's most widely 
publicized army officer, returned 
from the war Friday, winner of the 
Distinguished Service Cross, Silver 
Star, Bronze Star, Purple Heart with 
one oak leaf cluster and a unit 
Presidential citation. He also wears 
the American Defense and Euro- 
pean theater of operations ribbons 
with three battle stars. In July he 
will have served four years in the 
armed forces, thirteen months of 
which he served overseas. 


Modest and shy. Captain Reaser 


reluctantly told of some of his ex- 
periences during some of the bit- 
terest fighting on the western front 
from D-Day plus six until a few 
weeks ago when he left his outfit 
near the Rhine on a thirty-day 
leave. He has had a number of nar- 
row escapes Including the time he 
accidentally stepped on an anti- 
personnel mine after his outfit had 
crossed the Vlre Canal, in France. 
The detonator, or percussion cap. 
blew off but the mechanism that sets 
off the main charge failed thus sav- 
ing at least a foot or leg of the local 
officer." A short time later American 
engineers dug out more than 40 
mines in the area that Captain 
Reaser had walked through a few 
minutes before. 


Entered Service In 1941 


Captain Reaser entered service In 


July of 1941. He served at Camp 
Croft, 3. C., Fort, McClellan, Ala., 
Camp 
Blanding, Florida, 
Camp 


BrecKenrldgc, Ky., and Camp Atter- 
bury, Ind.. before going overseas. 
At Fort McClellan he was selected 
for Officer Candidate School and 
was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant. 


Six ,days after the invasion of 


France Captain Rcnser's outfit left 
England for the Normandy beach- 
head. He was attached to the 30th 
division under Major General Hobbs. 
The division relieved an airborne 
outfit and participated m the break- 
through at St. Lo, fought through

most of the major engagements in 
France, 
crossed 
the 
Seines 
at 


Nantes-Gassicourt and pushed on 
east across France and was the first 
division to enter Belgium. 


He speaks lightly of his three 


wounds, almost ignoring his first. 
When the Germans launched their 
breakthrough of the Allied lines last 
December 16 Captain Reaser's out- 
fit was pulled out of Belgium, and 
sent to the St. Vith area where he 
received a piece of shrapnel m his 
right arm. A few days later he was 
wounded in his left arm. 


Trapped By Boche 


Last January 4 Captain Reaser 


and Major Kerley, of Texas cut 
cards to see who would win the last 
seat on a plane to fly to the states. 
The regimental adjutant called at 
Reaser's command post shortly after 
noon on that fateful day. tossed a 
deck of cards down and said "cut." 
Reaser cut the four of spades. The 
adjutant said: "I'm sorry Captain 
you lost a chance to go to the 
states, Major Kerley cut the ace of 
spades." 


Reaser's outfit broke through th«- 


Siegfried line near Rimburg and 
crossed the Roer river and helped 
drive the Boche back to the Rhine. 


His first "break" into the news 


came »t Tessy-Sur-Vire. His outfit 
was headed for a rest area but or- 
ders were changed and it was sent 
to near Mortaln, France. It was 
thought to be a quiet area but on a 
Sunday midnight the Boche broke 
through and Captain Reaser and 
about 350 men were surrounded on 
a coveted strategic hill by flv$ Pan- 
aer and two infantry divisions, and 
cut oft from the rest of the divi- 
sion. The Germans fought desper- 
ately to take the hill and called a** 
the little Yankee force to surrender.

'Retreating Germans 
Clogging Escape Route

(Associated Press War Editor) 


American Third Army armor slashed 40 miles southeast 


of isolated Coblenz today, cutting behind the Siegfried line 
in the Saarland only 45 to 50 miles from the U. S. Seventh 
which was driving north on a 50-mile front, and a vast trap 
was closing on thousands of Germans between the Rhine and 
the Moselle. 


Third Army units which cut to the Rhine south of Cob- 


lenz sealed off that ancient citadel while armored spearheads 
now halfway between Coblenz and Mainz threatened a death 
trap for remnants of two German armies. The Nazi Saar 
front was collapsing rapidly. The retreat before the Third's 
drive was so hasty that some bridges were found intact. 


Air attacks seared a path for Lt. 
Jen. George S. Patton's tank break- 
through, with bombing and strafing 
attacks. The German Seventh Army 
was falling back rapidly and already 
roads leading through the Kaiser- 
slautern escape gate to the Rhine 
elbow at Mainz or>a toward Mann- 
heim were becoming Jammed. The 
exact progress of Patton's drive was 
cloaked by censorship. 


Nazi Lines Stiffen 


At the same time Lt. Gen. Alex- 


ander M. Patch's Seventh Army 
smashed against spetty German 
First Army resistance between the 
Saarbruecken area and the Rhine. 
Completion of a seal-off by the 
Third and Seventh would shear off 
the rich industrial Saar and moot 
of the German Palatinate. 


American troops In the Remagea 


bridgehead across the Rhine, •who 
have driven to a depth of seven 
miles, were meeting increasing re- 
sistance only three miles from the 
open plain leading to Inner Ger- 
many, after seizing a stretch of the 
six-lane Ruhr-Frankfurt superhigh- 
way. 


Marshal Gregory K_ Zhukov's First 


White Russian Army battered from 
two points at the approaches to 
Stettin, capture of which would set 
the stage for an enveloping move- 
ment from the north against Berlin. 
Strongest pressure was being ex- 
erted near captured Griefhagen on 
the Oder, 11 miles south of the 
Baltic port, where strength was 
being built up along a three-mile 
stretch of the river. Other Russians 
hammered at the reduced 
Nazi 


bridgehead 4% miles from Stettin. 


Uneasy Lull On East 


While an uneasy lull hung over 


the front due east of Berlin, the 
most crucial Russian sector, the 
Third White Russian Army liqui- 
dating German East Prussian frag- 
ments drove close to Braunsberg 
and the Second White Russian. 
Army sustained its powerful drive 
aimed at splitting the Danzig- 
Gdynia coastal strip against stub- 
born opposition. 


German guns laid down a thick 


curtain of defense fire in an arc 
six miles west and northwest of 
Danzig. 


Heavy German losses enforced a 


pause in the Nazi counteroffensive 
in Hungary, a drive which the Rus- 
sians said failed to regain Danube 
positions and cost the Germans the 
best part of four panzer divisions. 


American tanks in Italy broke 


into Salvaro near the Bologna-Pis- 
toia highway, behind the German 
road stronghold of Vergato, but 
later withdrew. The Germans clung 
stubbornly to Vertago, which con- 
trols

gun .bullets into the area but the 
Tanks held on. 


_ Drive Boche Off 


The Americans drbpped ammuni- 


tion and food to the distressed party 
by plane and fired bipod plasma, 
sulpha drugs, bandages and the like 
by shell to help as they tenaciously 
clung- to their position. Finally a 
relief .party reached them and the 
Germans were driven off. 


At Thirmont, Belgium, Captain 


Reaser and a party of six Yanks 
stormed a stone house where a band 
of Germans were heavily fortified 
and menacing the American adr 
vance. They gained access to one 
lower room of the house from the 
rear. They fired through the celling 
at the Nazis arid the Na.zis fired 
down through the floor. . .Hand 
grenades were exchanged .but the 
Yjanks, jcould not drive the .Boche 
out.. Captain Reaser ,prdered the 
house burned. The .Yariks took the 
house although Captain Reaser was 
wounded In the ;flghting. 
They 


picked off the Bocfte as they at- 
tempted to flee from the burning 
home. 


In February, 1943, Reaser was pro- 


moted to first lieutenant and last 
September he was advanced to cap- 
tain.

"One Man Army" 


r At Malmeddy Reaser and ten men 
took another jstorie house. . IThfi, 
enemy captured some" "'•• American 
tanks and moved on the shelter 
with seven tanks. Trapped and out- 
numbered as well as under-armed 
one of Reaser's men found a bazoo- 
ka and during the action managed 
to destroy one of the tanks. The 
party radioed for help and tank de- 
stroyers and some other, infantry- 
men helped to wipe out .the foe. 


Reaser speaks highly of his "one 


man army," Staff Sergeant Curry, a 
!&-year-old New Yorker. 
;,"He just loves to fight and isn't 
afraid of anything," said the local 
officer. 


"On .one occasion we were in a 


particularly bad spot and it did not 
look very bright for us. However, it 
was very much to Curry's liking. He 
and his'buddy knocked out one tank 
and captured the crews of two 
others. 


"He tore in with his Garand rifle 


and flnally exhausted his ammuni- 
tion. He found a Browning auto- 
matic and kept right on fighting. 
Later he picked up a light machine 
gun, then a .30 calibre heavy, a .50 
calibre machine gun from a half- 
track and finally a bazooka. 


Helps Wounded Escape 


He saw three wounded Yanks 


trapped in a foxhole about 50 feet 
from the enemy. Curry moved to 
the rescue, dashed out into the open 
and started blazing away at the 
Germans until the three wounded 
could get away to safety. He kept 
up his almost single-handed battle 
from 4 in the morning until 4 in the 
afternoon and was still going strong 
when, the action ended." 


The prisoners bagged by Reaser's 


outfit ranged in age from 16 to 70 
He said the Panzers or S3 Elite 
troops are good soldiers and will put 
up a good fight but the rest of the 
German, army at the present time 
is pretty shaggy. The newer troops 
will fight hard until the, action gets 
rough and then they show a will- 
ingness to quit, he said, indicating 
that the Germans are calling on all 
their available manpower. 


Captain Reaser praises the Amer- 


ican soldier. 


"There isn't a better fighter in the 


world," he said. "He isn't afraid of 
anything and he will outfight the 
best the enemy has. He is fearless 
and -dauntless and just can't be 
beat."

"The eating is a battle of survival 


of the fittest and if you can't wield 
a mean pair of chopsticks you are 
sunk. From soup to nuts, everyone 
eats out of the same dishes. Noth- 
ing is passed . . . you reach-I can 
now nail a wellrgreased peanut at 
the far side of the table and keep 
both feet on the floor. 


"I like the stews best because they 


are like grab bags ... . always a sur- 
prise what you fish out. It's not 
uncommon to find .six or seven pairs 
of chop sticks competing with you 
for choice morsels. Sometimes .in the 
melee.it's difficult to keep track of 
your own sticks and when you think 
you have nailed a choice tidbit you 
finally see it land in soirie other 
mouth. 


Good Table Weapon . 


"The run-of-the-mill Chinese is no 


dumbell. He spend.most Of his.energy 
hustling- enough food to keep' him 
alive. When he places it in a common 
dish on the table, his chopsticks are 
the most effective table weapon to 
assist him in getting his share . 
unless ,he uses a gun on the com- 
petition. In the first place they add 
at least 10 inches to the best de- 
veloped boarding house reach. He 
can carve a duck with them better 
than we can with a knife . . . you 
can easily parry an opponent's fork 
with them on the down thrust or, if 
that fails, whisk the item off his fork 
before it reaches his mouth. If you 
didn't particularly like the other fel- 
low's table manners I know of no 
better implement with which to 
tweak his nose. You could do this 
at arms length, keeping him well out 
of range. 


"They eat about everything that 


grows, walks, swims or crawls ... 
everything inside and outside of fish, 
fowl, or beasts. Fried grasshoppers is 
a delicacy, as is dog. I hope I haven't 
eaten either but I am not too sure 
At any rate they are good cooks and 
all of their food is very tasty. 


"Fowl and fish are 
frequently 


served with., heads on ... placed on 
the table with head pointing at prin- 
cipal guest. That's the choice piece 
and the guest is supposed to eat what 
he can of it. It is easy to fasten on 
to a duck's bill with chopsticks but 
it is somewhat disconcerting to have 
hiiu looking at you out of a pair of 
sad eyes while you are about to take 
a bite off his beezer."

The Americans dropped am m uni­ 
tion and food to the distressed party 
by plane and fired blood plasm a, 
sulpha drugs, bandages and the like 
by shell to help as they tenaciously 
clung to their position. 
Finally a 
relief party reached them and the 
G erm ans were driven off. 
At T htrm ont, Belgium, C aptain 
R easer and a party of six Yanks 
storm ed a stone house where a band 
of G erm ans were heavily fortified 
and m enacing the 
A m erican a d ­ 
vance. They gained access to one 
lower room of the house from the 
rear. They fired through the ceiling 
a t the Nazis and the Nazis fired 
down 
through 
the 
floor. 
Hand 
grenades were exchanged but the 
Y anks could not drive the Boche 
out.. C aptain R easer ordered the 
house burned. T he Y anks took the 
house although C aptain R easer was 
wounded 
in 
the 
fighting.

picked off the Boche as they a t­ 
tem pted to flee from the burning 
home. 
In February. 1943. R easer was pro­ 
moted to first lieutenant and last 
Septem ber he was advanced to cap­ 
tain. 
"One Man Army” 
At M alm eddy R easer and ten men 
took 
an o ther 
stone 
house. 
The 
enem y 
captured 
some 
Am erican 
tanks and moved on the 
shelter 
w ith seven tanks. ’D apped and o u t­ 
num bered as well as under-arm ed 
one of R easer’s men found a bazoo­ 
ka and during the action m anaged 
to destroy one of the tan k s 
T he 
party radioed for help and tank de­ 
stroyers and some other in fan try ­ 
m en helped to wipe out the foe. 
R easer speaks highly of hts “one 
m an arm y." Staff Sergeant Curry, a 
19-year-old New Y orker. 
"He ju st loves to fight and isn t 
afraid of anything," said the local 
officer. 
"O n one occasion we were in a 
particularly bad spot and it did not 
look very bright for us. However, it 
was very m uch to C urry's liking. He 
an d his’buddy knocked out one tank 
and cap tured 
the 
crews 
of 
two 
others. 
"H e tore in w ith his G arand rifle 
and finally exhausted his am m uni­ 
tion. 
He found a Browning au to ­ 
m atic and kept rig h t on fighting. 
L ater he picked up a light m achine 
gun. th en a 30 calibre heavy, a 50 
calibre m achine gun from a h a lf­ 
track and finally a bazooka. 
Helps Wounded Escape 
He 
saw 
three 
wounded 
Yanks 
trapped in a foxhole about 50 feet 
from the enem y. C urry moved to 
the rescue, dashed out into th e open 
and started blazing away a t lite 
G erm ans until the three wounded 
could get away to safety. He kept 
up his alm ost single-handed battle 
from 4 in tile m orning until 4 in the 
afternoon and was still going strong 
when the action ended." 
D ie prisoners bagged by R easer’s 
outfit ranged in age from 16 to 70. 
He said the Panzers or SS Elite 
troops are good soldiers and will put 
up a good fight b ut the rest of the 
G erm an arm y a t tile present tim e 
Is pretty shaggy. D ie newer troops 
will fight h ard until the action gets 
rough and then they show a will­ 
ingness to quit, he said, indicating 
th a t the G erm ans are calling on all 
th eir available m anpow er 
C aptain R easer praises th e A m er­ 
ican soldier. 
"There isn’t a better fighter in Hie 
world," lie said. "He isn’t afraid of 
anything and lie will outfight the 
best the enem y has. He is fearless 
and dauntless and ju st c a n ’t 
he 
beat."

When to Replace Them 


Now and again it is necessary to 


replace the valves even if they are 
not warped or pitted. Such a situa- 
tion is when they have been refaced 
so often that they seat too far down 
,nto the block. Under such circum- 
stances they will not be efficient. 
When doing a valve job better re- 
place any of the valve locks that 
look to be worn. It is surprising how 
of ten'this little detail is overlooked. 


Grief in Rings 


When the old motor starts to lose 


its pep and burn oil.-the temptation 
is to rush off to buy a set of piston 
rings, and take the week-end to 
butcher the works.,In too many cases 
good mechanics are forced to .put 
new- 
rings-in old engines against 


their better judgment. The result 
usually' is keen disappointment. 


Round rings, no matter how good, 


can't be expected to fit cylinders 
that are worn oval. And in addi- 
tion to the out-of-town condition 
of the cylinders there is also the 
taper to be considered. If the rings 
fit snugly at one point of the cyl- 
inders they will be sloppy at the 
section of greatest wear, or if they 
are tight enough where there is 
greatest wall wear they will bind at 
the less worn section. 


All.of which is just another way 


of saying that if your old engine is 
pumping oil it most likely needs not 
only new rings but a reboring or 
fitting the old cylinders with new. 
sleeves, if it is the type of engine 
that takes this treatment. Just new 
rings alone are for reasonably new

Tracing Those Knacks 


Never listen for engine knocks 


when the engine is cold because 
you'll be chasing down a lot of noise 
that is always present in cold ma- 
chinery. I remember one very ex- 
pensive 12-cylinder job that clat- 
tered frantically when first started. 
This was due to oil not reaching the 
hydraulic tappets immediately.' 
\ An excellent listening device can' 
be fashioned by soldering a weld- 
ing rod to the bottom of a common 
oil can. This is preferable to holding 
the end of a screwdriver to your 
ear and the other end to the en- 
gine because you don't want to risk. 
being so close to the engine. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking 


"One thing I find very handy when 


diagnosing car trouble is to ask the 
owner to tell me everything he ob- 
serves concerning the 
symptoms. 


For instance, if he says that the 
engine seems to miss a few revolu- 
tions when he is pushing the car 
hard oh a long hill 1 ask him, 'What 
else? Did you notice any noise-in the 
intake like a muffled backfire or a, 
sputtering?' If his answer is' 'ho' 
then I can tell him with assurance 
that the trouble is due to bad break- 
er points. If there were sputtering 
in the intake then I could suspect 
carburetion trouble or trouble with 
the fuel pump.

very diluted or has broken down be- 
cause the engine has been running 
too hot. You can get further in- 
formation by observing the motor 
temperature gauge and the oil pres- 
sure gauge. The former will be up, 
the latter down. 


Lights As A Clue 


I hope it doesn't happen to you, 


but should you press on the starter 
button and get no response the first 
step is to switch' on the lights and 
see if they dim a little when you 
press the button 
again. If the 


starter-motor closes,, even if the 
starter-motor doesn't spin or the 
engine start cranking, -the lights 
should dim a little. Failure to get 
this dimming is a plain sign that 
the starter-motor 
circuit doesn't 


close. There is a break somewhere, 
possibly a loose connection at the 
starter-motor or the switch. I re- 


away from the starter-motor when- 
ever the circuit was closed. In- 
stantly, the circuit was opened and 
the system acted as though it were 
dead. 


Service men tell me that it has 


taken them years to be able to 
diagnose motor troubles accurately, 
especially the causes of noise.

But when an engine is loaded with 
carbon you can be certain that 
you'll know it by excessive pinging 
overheating, lack of power and a 
habit of continuing to run after it
